Washingion, Aug. 1 — Completed
for reconstruction and vecational education
of disabled soldiers in the genernl military
hospitals, announced by Surgeon  Gene
eral Gorgns, contemplite treatment of men
digabled in service according to three clas-
giftvations: Those who can be restored to
full military duty, those who cin he fitted
for limited military sery lee and those whose
disability necessitntes vovational education
for reentry into civil life

Provisions for the third class have heen
worked out n cloge cooperation with the
Federal Board of Vocational Education,
which will continue the vocational education
of disabled wsoldiers after thelr discharga
from the army and navy.
